DEADLOCK 


Detroit, Sept. 20 (ZP)—A 
rein­ 
forced United States 
conciliation 
service sought today to break the 
deadlock in Detroit’s troubled la­ 
bor situation that has kept scores 
of thousands idle in this vital spot 
of the nation’s automotive indus­ 
try. 
As the conciliation service 
as­ 
signed three-man panels to 
each 
of a series of disputes, Walter R. 
Reuther, a vice-president of 
the 
United 
Automobile 
Workers 
(CIO), disclosed there had been! 
an exchange of letters with Gen­ 
eral Motors Corporation over the 
union’s demand for a 30 Der cent 
wage increase. 
The UAW-CIO has announced 
it intends to 
seek 
the 
increase 
throughout the industry or 
call 
strikes, “one at a time,” in each 
of the “big three” car makers — 
Ford, Chrysler and General Mot­ 
ors. 
Union Wants Offer 
Reuther said a letter 
received 
yesterday from H. B. Coen, Gen­ 
eral Motors labor relations direc­ 
tor. offering to arrange 
meetings 
with the Union, was 
“the 
first 
indication of management’s 
will­ 
ingness to discuss the 30 per cent 
demand.”

with Russia and Britain, the only 
members of the Big Five who are 
signatories to the Finnish armis­ 
tice, carrying the weight of 
the

advisor John Foster Dulles 
had 
not yet made up his mind on ac­ 
ceptance of a request from Secre­ 
tary of State James F. Byrnes to 
tour Europe to gather 
an

pendent report for the state 
partment.

would m ake the trip depended on 
how7 long the Big Five meeting 
lasted. 
It was considered unlikely that 
the Big Five would get any far­ 
ther with

Jews, wantonly slain in a Novem­ 
ber night of murder, rape, arson 
and 
pillage, 
Judge 
Ludwig 
Schneider, 
who 
presided 
over 
most 
of 
the 
pogrom 
hearings, 
wrote: 
“Public opinion to the last man 
knows that political actions like 
that of Nov. 9 are organized and 
carried out by the party, whether 
this is admitted or not.”

Paul Joseph Goebbels told a party 
leader who telephoned him at 2 
a. rn. Nov. IO about the killing of 
a Polish Jew that there was 
cause for excitement 
over 
the

The party leadership had issued

“spontaneous”

Jewish demonstrations, using the 
killing pf a German
